Even 
if no ministerial gifts appear, these meetings are of 
great use to christians, in preserving devotional 
feelings, promoting the growth of grace and knowl- 
edge, and in keeping the saints alive and active in 
the cause of christianity. But where christians do 
not speak often one to another, upon their spiritual 
concerns, they are certainly in a cold latitude, and 
it isimpossible, in such a state, that there should be 
a high degree of spirituality, union and comfort. 
Where there isa stated ministry, our churches 
are apt to depend too much upon their Pastor to 
conduct these meetings for prayer and conference ; 
and the brethren excuse themselves from taking an 
active part, because their Pastor’s gifts are the most 
edifying. The excuse is very plausible and res- 
pectful ; butit should not be admitted as satisfacto- 
ry. If we are disciples, we are all learners in the
